Industrial Administrator, Called to White 


House for Conference With President, 
Hopes to Meet Problem of Helping Small 
Enterprise Without New Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 — 


(AP) 
— President Roosevelt 


conferred today with General 
Hugh S. Johnson, industrial 
administrator, on the issue of 
protecting small enterprise 
under the NRA, and Johnson 
said afterward he hoped addi. 
tional legislation would be un- 
necessary. 


"I'd like to see this law given a 
real test,," said Johnson at the white 
house, "and while some amendments 
may be necessary I would prefer to 
meet the problem of helping small 
business without legislation 
"Some of these codes have been in 
operation for 
only three months. 
Let's give it a real test." 


Asked what he thought of the 
Roosevelt order naming the federal 
trade commission and the depart- 
ment of justice to act upon com- 
plaints against the NRA. Johnson 
replied: 
"Well. I wrote it." 
Asked about the charge of Senator 


Nye, republican, North Dakota, that 
someone in the NRA was tipping off 
big business about 'the complaints 
of small business. Johnson replied: 


Suggests Study of Law. 


"I suggest Senator Nye study the 


law. Complaints do not go to the 
code authorities but the compliance 
boards which are outside." 
Donald Richberg, counsel of ths 


NRA, 
accompanied Johnson. 
Meantime, 
recovery 
executives 


were busy pushing their code revi- 
sion program, examining complaints 
received in recent public hearings 
on price increases and related top- 
ics. They expected to complete with- 
in a week a definite program for 
handling each case. In some of these 
code amendment may result, in the 
others prosecution for illegal actions 
may be started. 
By the end of the week Johnson 
expects to have a detailed report 
on the 
operation of open price 
systems which in several cases have 
resulted in price fixing agreements 
not sanctioned by NRA. The open 
price formulas of codes may be re-

In addition to the testing require- 
ments, the ordinance also provides 
that there shall be no IT turns on 
any street, and requires bicycle 
riders to have white lights on the 
front and red lights in the rear of 
their machines when riding at 
night.

opposed to the measure because it 
requires them to make tests of both 
brakes and lights, as well as keep 
detailed records, without compen- 
sation. "Then, too, the regulation 
will not work," he declared, "be- 
cause the brakes on a car can be 
adjusted but get out of condition 
ten miles later if the car is driven. 
for instance, over a sloppy gravel 
road." 
Pinney also objected because he

recognition of the new Cuban re- 
gime appeared in prospect. 
There 


was no round table discussion. 


"The president stated to the rep- 
resentatives of the American gov- 
ernments," 
said 
Secretary 
Hull, 
"that the disposition of the United 
States government Is to recognize 
the Cuban government in view of 
our belief that it has the substan- 
tial support of the Cuban people 
and is entirely capable of maintain- 
ing law and order."

Investigators have 
found the imprint of a woman's 
foot in two instances. But that is 
all the officers know. 


Even the motive and the exact 
nature of the gas used form part 
of the mystery. 
In his latest attack, the gasser re- 


leased gas in a home in Carvin's 
Cove, and then vanished without a 
trace as officers of two counties 
sought to trap him by converging 
from two directions.

have been laid and officers have 
waited at different points on nights 
when it w«s anticipated further 
attacks would occur, but the per- 
jetrators of the crime always eluded 
capture.

Judge David previously had indi- 


cated he would grant such a peti- 
tion if it were made, ,He had lis- 
tened to the reports of several phy- 
sicians that subjecting her further 
to the rigors of the trial might have 
a fatal effect. 


Dr. Alice did not appear in court 
today. Her -attorney, W. W. Smith, 
told the court she had collapsed 
twice from heart attacks while Miss 
Mary Kennedy, county jail matron 
and nurse, was attempting to dress 
her to go to court. 
Prior to granting a request for a 


recess, the judge listened to argu- 
ments by state's atorneys in oppo- 
sition to the petition. They were 
based 
partly on the ground that 
there was no precedent in this judi- 
cial district and partly, as Assistant 
States Attorney Charles S. Dough- 
erty said, on the belief the defen- 
dant was able to stand trial. 


Indications came from the judge's 
chambers during the recess that the 
trial would continue if the prosecu- 
tors would consent to an invalid 
chair for Dr. Wynekoop during/ the 
trial. Both the prosecution and the 
judge have held that she could not 
be brought to court on a cot.

FEARS ATTACK 


Kaganovitch Claims That 


Japan Is Plotting 


Against Frontiers. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 22—C45)—A warn- 
ing that "we must be prepared.for 
an attack at any moment" from 
Japan was sounded by L. M. Kaga- 
novitch. head of the Moscow com- 
munist party and member of the 
soviet central executive- committee, 
in a speech at a party conference 
January 17, made public today. 


"Conditions are very tense in the 
Far East today," Kaganovitch said, 
'and we must be prepared for an 
ittack at any moment. We have 
old Japan, 'If you want to seize 
he Chinese Eastern railway it 
won't be so easy and will cause a 
serious conflict.'" 


"At the same time we are not 
seeking war with Japan," the leader 
continued, "and want to keep peace.

—John H. McCooey, the big boss of 
Brooklyn poltics, is dead. 


He was the leader for almost a 


quarter of a century of the demo- 
cratic party in Brooklyn. He died 


I yesterday at 69 from heart disease.

Throughout his reign as demo- 


cratic boss McCooey was a staunch 
supporter of Tammany hall 
and 


his death is seen by political ob- 
servers as the end of Tammany's 
domination of the democratic par- 
ty in New York City. It is regard- 
ed as almost certain that he would 
be succeeded by a leader who is 
satisfactory to supporters of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and who will run 
the Brooklyn organization as a part 
of the democratic state organiza- 
tion and not as an auxiliary to 
Tammany. 


McCooey's death came unexpect- 
edly, although he had been in poor 
health for more than two years. 
Despite his illness, he took an ac- 
tive part last fall in the mayoral 
campaign which resulted in the fu- 
sion victory of Mayor Fiorello La- 
Guardia and which saw McCooey's 
prestige as leader reduced as a re- 
sult of a stormy revolt by Brook- 
lyn district leaders who balked at 
supporting former Mayor John P. 
OTSrien, Tammany candidate. Mc- 
Cooey managed to hold on to his 
command, however, although alter 
the election there were reports that 
he would be replaced as democratic 
chieftain.

RECOVERY BY BLEEDING. 


»Y PAR the most laudatory analysis of Roosevelt 


leadership is presented by an Englishman, J. L. 


Garvin, the editor of the London Observer. This is 
the more surprising because it was unexpected. While 
social reform has gone far beyond the steps taken in 
the United States in many particulars, there is a dis- 
position still to look upon the British nation as the 
citadel of conservative thought and as the support- 
ing arch upon which rests the capitalistic system. 


In another respect, a British view as expressed by 


one of the nation's distinguished journalists inspires 
reflection. 
Britain embraced the dole. It incurred 


a far more staggering national debt than the one 
which is causing apprehension here in the United 
States. But it said in national policy, in effect, be- 
yond keeping people fed as a governmental respon- 
sibility, there was nothing which government could 
do to stimulate a depressed world in which trade 
and commerce had collapsed. There was no innova- 
tion which government could inaugurate to break the 
deadlock. There was no initiative which government 
could undertake without invading the realm reserved 
for private qflterprise. Socialistic beyond anything in 
America, so far as the 
dole is concerned, still the 


British believed fully that any attempt of govern- 
ment to touch business was unforgivable heresy. If 
the patient 
were to recover, it was on his own 


strength, the patient being business. 


The British presented the true meaning of the 


motto of where a nation in its business activities 
pulled through by simply wearing out the disease, or 
to use another familiar expression, "by bleeding." 
That is what it came to in the end. 
The British 


people suffered even more than their 
American 


cousins. Landed estates were broken up, fortunes 
wiped out, and for more than ten years, a great le- 
gion of unemployed was supported 
solely through 


the dole. For a decade, people have had no support, 
except the charity of their government. That is a 
process of bleeding or of wearing down the disease 
unrivaled in any modern country. - 
* * * 


GARVIN writes: 


"Through ten astonishing months President 


Roosevelt without a check has carried political 
audacity to its uttermost and achieved his per- 
sonal successes by means which would have 
ruined another man. He won another triumph 
by proclaiming and vindicating the most gigantic 
deficit in the record of budgets. 


"America's resources forbid catastrophe. This 


enables us to watch with coolness and fascina- 
tion the drama of the constitutional dictatorship. 
In the next few years, whether by the present 
methods or others, the United States will recover 
all its former supremacy in economic power and 
individual welfare by comparison with any other 
single nation. But the results of Mr. Roosevelt's 
attempt at regulated revolution—whether the at- 
tempt wins or loses or comes to a compromise— 
will have a world wide influence on human 
thought and practice. If the American experi- 
ment succeeds, the effect upon the social and 
economic organization of other countries will be 
profoundly felt in Britain. 


"What kind of a man is this leader and ruler, 


who has attained far more power than any of his 
predecessors ever enjoyed and wields something 
like a hypnotic command over the huge majority 
of the American people?...All concerned, friend 
and foe, have been compelled to rise above the 
early estimates. They find him a formidable 
character. 
It is true that, so far, his adroit 


handling .of 
public opinion never has been 


matched by any of his predecessors. He has 
taken desperate risks. He has been involved in 
every kind of difficulty and danger where a sin- 
gle false step in dealing with ordinary feeling 
would have been fatal. Instead he has been al- 
most infallible as a manager... 


"Neither then nor at any time since he took 


office did this indomitable man swerve an inch 
.. .In will and spirit and aspiration, he is one of 
the strongest men hi the world. He might yet 
do as much as any living man to save the world. 
But whatever becomes of him—by whatever short 
name history may call him—he will be remem- 
bered with honor, because he is an idealist in ac- 
tion such as the world seldom has seen. If he 
succeeded, his place in the Pantheon of states- 
manship would be with the highest If he failed, 
his niche would still be conspicuous, for he would 
be remembered among the splendid failures... 
When President Roosevelt took office, he had to 
face an appalling test. He has grappled with it 
like a giant. He has already added to American 
history a portrait that never can be forgotten."

*V*HE somber solemnity of that tribute prompts the 
M question: 


If he fails, what then? 
It Is doubtful if a full appreciation of the exact 


possibilities in the outcome of the struggle this na- 
tion has been making has bren had by the public. 
One day and one year are pretty much the same as 
another. Time Hows on. and we have come to look 
upon our culture, our thought and habits of living, 
and our government as permanent and 
enduring. 


While some may have said that the bright Odyssey 
of high American living standards is finished, yet in 
tfceir hearts they did not believe it 
They could see 


a country marrelously productive—capable of sup- 
porting people surrounded with all the comforts and 
the necessities. There was no lack of food 
from 


fields which could produce double the requirements. 
There was nothing lackinc in the industrial estab- 
lishment*. The United States had the man power, 
the machinery, the minerals, the Umber. The soil to 
enable its children to live contentedly and prosper- 
ously. Despite everything which has happened, the 
suffering, the destitution, the unemployment, that 
thought" refuses to be blotted out and is carried on 
with the same unshakable faith which has prevailed 
always. 


The problem is. with the resources at hand, how 


shall the goal be attained? The straggle wages over 
its realization. For no matter what may be the sel- 
fish aims of men. America is not so heedless. ,<=o In- 
difffirni. nor .«o callous, so far removed from tht 
or.rirpl faith whirr) l«d to her" fj-1abl5$hmTit as to 
contemplate anything but a prospfTity in which all 
msy sJiar* 


The bleeding or wearing down process might have 


bcrn pcsf]b?e in Europe, even in Britain, •where gen- 


eratlon after generation became inured to it. They 
have bled in Europe since the start—throughout all 
medieval history—down through 
modern history. 


They knew poverty, they had been ored into hope- 
lessness and resignation, they lacked ambition, they 
fitted into their groove* without question. That has 
been the story of Europe. Its progress socially was 
prompted very largely by the American experiment 
of democracy, and as the waves emanating 
from 


here beat against its shore, governmental and social 
revolution followed, so that absolute monarchy gave 
way to constitutional governments there. But it was 
not a European initiative which wrought those 
changes. It was the example furnished by the Unit- 
ed States. Looking back over his own country's his- 
tory, Mr. Garvin must have been impressed with this 
fact, and inspired to reflect upon what would be the 
inevitable consequence of this new experiment. 


MOTORISTS AGAIN THE GOAT.

OLORADO legislators may find that they have 


killed the goose which laid the golden eggs by 


passing a bill to divert a substantial part of the 
state's gasoline tax revenue for relief purposes, and 
also to soak motorists for an additional 1-cent tax 
on every gallon of the fluid they buy. 


This means that people from Nebraska and every 


other state who take vacation trips to Colorado will 
be helping to pay the local relief burdens there 
through the medium of the gas tax. Their money 
whiph has heretofore gone for building and main- 
taining highways will now be largely turned Into an- 
other channel which is of no benefit to them. 


It is not likely that such treatment will encourage 


outsiders to choose Colorado as the scene of their 
outings. 
The American people object to being 


gouged, and when a state government undertakes to 
do this deliberately and systematically a great many 


them will be in Uned to give it the go-by. There 


are plenty of other wide open spaces in the country 
to which they can go. 


Here in Nebraska, particularly, resentment will be 


felt against the stick-'em-up policy which the Colo- 
rado legislature has decided upon. Citizens of this 
state are paying taxes to help take care of needy peo- 
ple in their own communities. They will not relish 
having part of the burden of supporting Colorado's 
poor thrust upon them, it is a safe prediction that 
the action at Denver will prove a fine thing for the 
Minnesota lake country and Yellowstone park. 


Wouldn't it be Just as well for Nebraskans this 


year to plan vacations within their home state? 
There are a large number of attractive state parks, 
lakes, fishing, and camping grounds in this state 
where an enjoyable outing can be had at far less ex- 
pense than by going to distant places. It is a good 
time to get acquainted with some of Nebraska's own 
beauty spots.

SLOWDOWN OF CWA PROGRAM, 
BECAUSE CWA funds were beginning to run low, 


orders from Washington are to cut down ex- 


penditures and reduce working time for men work- 
ing on emergency construction and repair projects. 
This is regrettable, but it is necessary until congress 
authorizes more funds to keep operations going aft-x 
er February 10. 


Nebraska has been benefited greatly by CWA al- 


lotments so far made and used. Over 30,000 men 
and women previously idle have been put to work 
and are now earning money to support themselves 
and then- dependents. The funds received from 
Washington have been used as the government in- 
tended, the overhead expense being kept down to a 
very small figure and the rest of the money being 
paid out in actual wages to those needing it. 


In some of the other states this has not been true. 


Illinois, for Instance, has developed a first class 
scandal over the fact that political henchmen were 
placed on the CWA payroll by the administrator in 
charge, and an investigation is now being made by 
government agents, while further 
advances 
from 


Washington are being withheld. In California, two 
women assistants have been arrested for conspiracy 
to defraud the government by collecting- brokerage 
fees from truck owners doing- contract work in con- 
nection with civil works projects. 


On the whole, the program of creating jobs and 


transferring unemployed persons from relief rolls to 
payrolls has worked out very well throughout the 
country, it should be continued until spring, when 
private employment will be available for many of 
them. 


BIGGER AND BETTER EATING.

I. Meyers, of the farm credit administration, 


said that Mr. Meyers could talk, write, listen, and 
hold a press conference all at the same time. At a 
news conference recently, he signed mag, answered 
questions, scanned statistical data, kept two sten-

lunch—which he eats at his desk. 


The picture is complete except for one thing—and 


that is whether he had a nightmare when he re- 
tired.

ANSWER. 


He may, provided he does not 
give his doubts and fears the right 
of way. Ours is an age of inquiry, 
questioning, study, retreats and ad- 
vances, 
denials — 
and a f f i r m a - 
tions, in ..which 
the pulpit ought ==! 
to be as 
the 
s h a d o w of a 
great rock in a si, 
weary land. But 3 
it cannot thus = 
function if it is ==: 
a floating pulpit 
at the mercy of 
every wind that 
blows in our 
tempest - t o r n 
environment. 
As you know, 
d i s a s trous re- 
sults follow in 
the p o l i t i c a l 
realm whenever its leaders do not 
lead. The late Lord Balfour once 
declared he had an open mind on 
what was then a burning issue of 
the hour, and from that moment 
he lost prestige and influence as a 
statesman. The same result follows 
still more emphatically in the re- 
ligious realm. The pastor who tells 
his flock he is not sure where the 
jreen pastures and still waters are 
located will not induce many of 
them to follow him. 
Speaking as a preacher, I have 


long since proved it to be true that 
cannot convince others unless I 
am convinced myself. It is often 
helpful to trace in sermons the 
mental processes by which personal 
conviction is produced. But even 
that tracing should not monopolize 
one's scanty time in the pulpit. 
Perhaps the best method of pro- 
cedure there is to lay down a 
straight hitting barrage of sound 
reasoning for ten minutes, and thnn 
spend the last fifteen in a fearless 
annunciation of the truths which 
lold the preacher in their unrelax- 
ng grip. In so doing he does not 
have to be afraid of monotony. The 
grand verities of religion have in- 
taite richness, color, variation, ca- 
pacity for elucidation and applica- 
;ion to the daily problems of life. 
They have enlisted the noblest in- 
tellects and challenged the most 
superb imaginations for at least 
ihree thousand years.

What do yon think about the 
Rockefeller report on the liquor 
question? 


ANSWER. 
It is entitled "Toward Liquor 
Control," and should be carefully 
studied by every intelligent citizen. 
Nothing could be more timely than 
ts appearance at this juncture 
when every state in the union is 
wrestling with the problems it dis- 
:usses. The obvious care given by 
ts joint authors, Raymond D. Fos- 
dick and Albert L. Scott, to the dif- 
fciult details of those problems has 
already attracted wide attention. 
Every field of research in Europe 
and Canada has been closely sur- 
veyed, and their various experiments 
for the control of intoxicants are 
clearly presented. The results of this 
wide and intimate study are stated 


concisely and lucidly, and with a 
sanity and reasonableness not al- 
ways characteristic in documents on 
this grave social difficulty. 
I am especially impressed by the 
emphasis the reports lays upon the 
necessity of taking all private profit 
out of the sale of liquor, thereby 
forestalling advertising campaigns 
by dealers to create an appetite for 
alcoholic drinks in those who do not 
already desire it. That bears di- 
rectly upon the relation of our 
young people to the liquor traffic. 
While many firm believers in its 
total abolition as a dangerous foe 
of national welfare may not accept 
the report's conclusions they will, I 
feel sure, admit the candor and 
sincerity of John D. Rockefeller's 
preface to the volume. He expresses 
therein the mind of a large number 
of citizens when he says it is his 
own earnest convicition that "total 
abstinence is the wisest, best and 
safest position for both the individ- 
ual and society." 


But he also recognizes "the fact 
that the majority of the people of 
this country are not yet ready for 
total, abstinence, at least, when it is 
attempted through legal coercion." 
I am persuaded that those who 
have so long and courageously la- 
bored for a sober nation will be 
wise to strive for temperance as 
ardently as they did for prohibition. 
By so doing we shall lay a founda- 
tion by means of education and the 
cultivation of sound habits on which 
the discontinuance of the use of in- 
toxicants as beverages can be se- 
curely based. * * *

A clever 'premise but an incorrect 
conclusion. Houses come 
before 


homes, and you cannot have a 
home without a house. Neverthe- 
less, you build the house because 
you desire a home. That desire is 
behind the architect's plan, the 
mason's foundatioss and the car- 
penter's woodwork. Without your 
desire for a home and all it signi- 
fies they would be out of a job. 
Many have contended as you do 
that since souls follow bodies and 
every soul requires a body, therefore 
souls are nothing more than prod- 
ucts of the body's functions. But 
centuries ago Aristotle, a pagan 
philosopher and a very great one, 
showed that that which may be 
first in the order of creation is not 
necessarily first in the order of 
reality or importance. We have to 
seek the final purpose of the "body, 
and all rational inquiry points to 
the soul as that purpose. 
Materialists may insist that the 
soul was made for the body and 
not the body for the soul. But by 
so doing they flatly contradict the 
meaning and significance of human 
life. Any one who asserts that you 
can interpret the soul in the light 
of the earlier development of the 
" dy plainly leaves man's highest 
qualities 
altogether 
unexplained. 
Account for these qualities how one 
will they cannot be produced by 
mere physical reactions. On the 
contrary, they belong to the great 
realm of spirit which is independ- 
ent, creative and explanatory of 
man's relation to the universe and 
its Maker.

WHAT TO FEED THE NEW BABY 


IF ITS MOTHER'S MILK 


FAILS. 


As should always be said at the 


beginning of a set of instructions 
'or feeding the new-born baby, 
mother's milk is the best. But if 
,his is impossible, a feeding mixture 
can be constructed on which most 
>abies will thrive. 
The most modem idea is to pre- 
pare the formula for one day's 
ceding as follows:

Falls 32 Billions 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 22—(AP)— 


A shlnkage of around thirty-two 
billion dollars in the income re- 
ceived by all the nation's workers 
in 1933 as compared with 1929 was 
the sad story told to the senate to- 
day by the commerce department. 
The figures, tabulated 
at the 
senate's request, showed the na- 
tional income in the big boom year 
was $81,000.000,000. In 1932 the de- 
partment figured the total had been 
worn down to $49,000,000,000. Offi- 
cials lacked exact figures for 1933 
but estimated they would be about 
the same as for 1932

Highway Spans Over Ditches. 
Irrigation companies, along with 


other similar concerns, are liable 
for the maintenance of bridges on 
ughways across their canals, ditches 
and laterals, the Nebraska Supreme 
court decided Monday in denying 
;he appeal of the Dawson County 
Irrigation company from a District 
court judgment in favor of the 
county of Dawson. 


The District court gave the coun- 


ty a writ of mandamus compelling 
the irrigation company to main- 
tain bndges across laterals and 
canals where they intersect and 
cross highways. The irrigation com- 
pany appealed, claiming that re- 
sponsibility for maintaining bndges 
in question rests upon the county 
by virtue of a law passed by the 
legislature in 1927. 
This act, the Supreme court in 
its opinion Monday declares un- 
constitutional, because it is special 
legislation, seeking to relieve irri- 
gation companies alone from the 
burden 
of 
maintaining 
bridges 


across thier ditches, canals and 
laterals, while not including in its 
provisions mill race owners and 
other persons or companies who 
may build ditches or waterways 
across highways. 


The 1933 legislature passed a bill 
by Senator P. R. Peterson'of Lex- 
ington which amended the law in- 
volved m this case so as again to 
require irrigation ditches to main- 
tain bndges instead of the county

The number of cattle on feed in 
Nebraska January 1 was 3 per cent 
greater than a year ago, while the 
number for the eleven corn belt 
states was about 8.5 per cent be- 
low the same date in 1933, E. V. 
Jones, assistant state and agricul- 
tural statistician, announced Mon- 
day. Nebraska and Iowa were the 
only corn belt states to report an 
increase in cattle feeding opera-

Jones said plentiful feed supplies 
and feed cattle selling at extreme- 
ly low prices, cattlemen are carry- 
ing on Increased activities despite 
advanced corn prices and low fat 
cattle prices Reports from feeders 
indicate that more cattle are on 
feed to be marketed in the next 
two months than a year ago. Jones 
attributed this situation to the fact 
that feeders have on hand a large 
number of long fed cattle which 
ordinarily would have been mark- 
eted before January 1 but which 
have been held in the hope of price 
Improvement

Standard Code Adopted 


To Govern Kittenball 


Games In U. S. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 22—</P>—Softball, 


hitherto played under a variety of 
rules, will be played from now on 
under a standard code. 


The code, drafted yesterday by 


Howard V. Millard of Decatur, 111., 
and Leo Fischer of Chicago, was 
adopted at the first convention of 
the Softball Association of Ameri- 
ca, which was attended by dele- 
gates from 36 states and Canada. 


Two playing fields will be rec- 


ognized at standard, one with a 
60-foot baseline and the other with 
one of 45 feet. A ball—which is not 
so soft in spite of the name of the 
game—14 inches in diameter, with 
regular seams, will be used on the 
45-foot baseline field, and on the 
60-foot layout, a 12-inch ball will 
be regulation equipment. 


A legally delivered ball by the 
pitcher must be with a full-arm 
swing, the ball being reheased 
while the hand is below the hip 
and not more than six inches ahead 
of the body. A snap release of the 
ball at the hip, and swinging it 
across in front of the body, will be 
considered illegal.

Milford Napier of Cranks Creek, 
and Lee Harding of Three Point, 
who surrendered were held in con- 
nection with the killing of Consta- 
ble John Pace, 49, of Crummies, 
which followed the fatal shooting 
of Manzo Surgener, 35, a miner and 
deputy sheriff. 


A mine foreman told police the 
shooting of Pace and Surgener fol- 
lowed attempts to find and arrest 
motorists who ran down and killed 
William Franklin Dean, 54, on a 
road 12 miles from Harlan. 
Other dead: Walter Ross, 22, shot 
at Otter Creek school house during 
Sunday services, and Earl Beffett, 
30, fatally shot at Olympia in a dis- 
pute over a girl. 


U. S. NAVY NEAR 
LONDON TREATY 
LIMITS VISIONED 


Admiral Says Fleet Con- 


dition Unsatisfactory; 


Fund Is Slashed. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 22-</lv-A 


United States navy near London 
treaty limits upon completion ot its 
present program was pictured today 
by the house appropriations com- 
mittee in reporting a 
$284,747,000 
naval supply bill. 


Taking issue with statements by 


Admiral William H. Standley, chief 
of naval operations, that the con- 
dition of the fleet was not satis- 
factory, the committee reported con- 
struction under way which "upon 
completion, will bring us current 
with treaty limitations in all com- 
batant categories, completely dis- 
counting overage tonnage." 


The committee provided for an 
increase of 2,800 enlisted naval, and 
1,000 
marine personnel. 


The measure is $23,922,000 less 
than the current appropriations and 
$1,585,000 below budget estimates. 
Transfers of unused funds totaling 
$9.085.000. however, will bring the 
actual cash withdrawals from the 
treasury for the navy to $293,833,000. 


Urges Increase in Personnel. 


Admiral Standley urged the com- 
mittee to increase navy enlisted per- 
sonel at $85,000. President Roose- 
velt had asked for 82,500 men. 


If the United States built up to 
the London treaty requirements, he 
said, the annual maintenance cost 
would be $458,535,000. At the end 
of the fiscal year 1935, however, he 
asserted, the United States on the 
basis of 90 per cent complements, 
would be short 10,025 enlisted men 
and twelve ships, not including re- 
placements of destroyers and sub- 
marines. 


Even 
the 
newest 
battleships, 
Standley said, should be modern- 
ized but not in the immediate fu- 
ture. 


"The 
condition of the remaining 
battleships, in my opinion, is not 
satisfactory," he added. 


Faints Drab Picture. 


"The 
situation in regard to our 
destroyers is critical, and I Bravely 
doubt the ability of these boats to 
efficiently 
perform 
the 
services 
that would be required of them in 
wartime operations. . • . 
"Most of our submarines are 
either over age, or nearing the age 
limit and as a, result of age becom- 
ing increasingly expensive to main- 
tain. At present, of the 81 sub- 
marines on the navy list, 36 are 
over age, and on December 31, 1936, 
only 18 will be under age."

In its report, the committee said: 
"While we may have a large pro- 
portion of destroyers technically 
over age, those operating with the 
fleet, including those in reduced 
commission and rotating reserve, 
are splendid ships and their effec- .

Supreme Court Decrees 


Commission Controls 


Omaha Busses. 


The right of the state railway 
commission to regulate the Omaha 
street railway company was upheld 
by the Nebraska- Supreme court to- 
day. 


It affirmed the commission's or- 
ders authorizing curtailment of bus 
service in Omaha and ruled the 
city's home rule charter did not 
give it jurisdiction in the case. 
The Supreme court decided that 
such. charters do not give a city 
jurisdiction over its street railways, 
save in matters of strictly munici- 
pal concern and curtailment of 
Omaha's bus service was not strictly 
a matter of municipal importance 
to Omaha alone, but concerned the 
state at large. 
"Mass transportation of passengers 


by common carriers within the state 
is, and ought to be considered, un- 
der our existing constitution and 
laws, a matter of state .concern," 
the" Supreme court said. To do 
otherwise would be anomalous and 
subject various municipalities in 
the state to a chaotic lack of uni- 
formity of regulation.

ADMIRAL BYRD'S FLAGSHIP, 


Bay of Whales, Antarctica (via 
Mackay Radio)—(AP)—Jan. 20—De- 
layed)—The thrill of prowling again 
over the scenes of his first -ex- 
periences in the deep Antarctic was 
Rear Admiral Richard •£. Byrd's to- 
day.Just as he left it, he and his men 
found the weather station buried in 
the snow and ice—a pot of frozen 
coffee on a table, old calendars on 
the walls, articles of clothing flung 
helter-skelter. 


Admiral Byrd even found a fruit 


jar half full of kerosene which had 
been his reading lamp. Lighted, it 
revealed the empty bunks against 
the walls—all just as when the 
camp was abandoned February 19, 
1930.It was Meteorologist Haines who 
dug into the administration build- 
ing, located the roof of the weather 
station and then dropped through 
a hole to be followed by the admiral 
and the others working to reclaim 
the buried winter city. 


Task Is Hazardous. 
The task 
is highly hazardous 
owing to the dangers accompanying 
the transporting by tractor of sup- 
plies from the flagship to Little 
America—two 
and one-half miles 
distant. 
Two tractors caught fire and were 


damaged before the flames could be 
extinguished. The second of the 
five tractors had just been dropped 
over onto the ice, its engine having 
been started in the hold, when a 
serious 
accident 
was narrowly 


averted. 
Pete Demas. chief of the tractor 


division warned that the ice was 
starting 
to crumble beneath "its 
treats, drove it to safety just as the 
whole piece collapsed and plunged 
into the water. -

Carpenter Says Those at North 
Platte and Scottsbluff Are

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22— M>> — 


Rep. Terry Carpenter of Nebraska 
said today "serious consequences to 
reclamation and irrigation in Ne- 
braska" would come from discon- 
tinuance of agriculture department 
experiment stations at Scottsbluff 
and North Platte. He will urge 
their reinstatement in the depart- 
ment's budget. 


"The value of such stations is in 
their ability to gather data on dry 
farming over a period of years." 
Carpenter said. "Those stations 
have been of great value, and to 
abandon them now would mean 
virtually loss of the information 
obtained so far." 
He said the agriculture depart- 
ment had asked appropriations for 
the stations, but that the budget 
bureau had stricken out the item.

Mass Return To Church Needed As 
Curb To Kidnaping, Says Dr. Calhoun 


The general breakdown of Amer- 
ican morals is responsible for the 
kidnaping wave which is sweeping 
the country. Rev. Paul C. Calhoun 
told his First Presbyterian church 
congregation Sunday night hi a 
sermon on "What Will Stop This 
Kidnaping." 
"This vicious and brutal crime 
cannot be stopped by an increased 
ponce force nor by more laws," he 
declared. "The^only thing hi the 
world which can correct the evil is 
a recruiting of men to the stand- 
ards of Christ and a return to the 
church." 


Only by raising the moral temper 
of the nation can this sort of wick- 
edness in low places be destroyed, 
he emphasized. The situation has 
passed the place, he pointed out, 
where legislation or the arm of the 
law can do anything more .than 
keep kidnaping and other forms of 
crime within certain limits. 
To effectively curb these crimes 
against society there must be a 
mass return to the church and an 
adherence to the principles of 
Christianity which will reform this 
strata of society from within, he 
declared.
